LEIPZIG, Germany, Sept. 22.— 
The Supreme Court sought to deter- 
mine today whether Marinius Van 
der Lubbe, one of five alleged Com- 
munists on trial charged with set- 
ting fire to the Reichstag building 
last February, was shamming in his 
eccentric conduct in court yes- 
terday. 
' Van der Lubbe’s replies to the 
questions of the sx red-robed 
Judges yesterday were often inco- 
herent. Sometimes he answered 
yes and no to the same question. He 
often laughed. When asked why he 
laughed, he said he thought the 
trial was amusing. 

Prof. Karl Bonhoeffer, alienist, 
told the Judges Van der Lubbe was 


practically normal last March, when |. 


he was examined. “It is not impos- 
sible, however,” he said, “that Van 
der Lubbe’s recent refusal to take 
nourishment brought about a state 
of emotional weakening which could 
well vent itself either in crying or 
laughing.” 

“Ts it possible that Van der Lubbe 
is under hypnotic influence?” asked 
the State’s Prosecutor. “I regard 
this as impossible.” Frof. Bonhoef- 
fer replied. 

According to Police Inspector Hel- 
sic, who first examined Van der 
Lubbe at the time of his arrest 
while the Reichstag Building was 
still burning, “we were able to talk 
to each other most easily.” 

“Van :der Lubbe not only ex- 
plained very réadily all that had 
happened,” Inspector Heisig said, 
“but when the protocol of the hear- 
ing was read to him he frequently 
interrupted to request changes in 
his testimony.” 

Besides Van der Lubbe, a Dutch 
brick mason, 24 years old, the other 
defendants are Ernst Torgler, 42, 
former Communist party whip in 
the Reichstag, and three Bulgarian 
political refugees, George Dimitroff, 
Blagoi Popoff and Wassil Taneff.

President von Hindenburg’s name 
was brought into the trial in con- 
nection with evidence that Van der 
Lubbe never received from his fam- 
ily in Holland a letter begging him 
to accept the defense counsel they 
had arranged for him. 

The family applied ‘to President 
von Hindenburg to see*to it that 
Van der Lubbe received this com- 
munication. They desired that 
Benjaminus Wilhelmus Stomps, a 
Dutch lawyer, defend their son. 
Stomps did not get into the trial 
as counsel, but he was on the stand 
today as a witness. Van der Lubbe 
made it clear that he did not care 
to have Stomps serve as his lawyer. 
The court allowed Stomps to speak 
to the defendant during an inter- 
mission, but Van der Lubbe turned 
his back on Stomps and refused to 
enter into conversation.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today speeded his 
program for Federal purchase of 
surplus foodstuffs and staples for 
the needy with orders to get it un- 
der way within 30 days. 

He conferred with Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace and Lewis 
Douglas, director of the budget, who 
arranged for appointment of a spe- 
cial committee to carry into effect 
the dual plan to take surpluses off 
the markets and to feed the unem- 
ployed. Douglas arranged for the 
necessary funds, which are esti- 
mated at $75,000,000. 

Wallace named Chester Davis 

and L. H. Bean of- his de- 
partment to co-operate with a rep- 
resentative from the Federal emer- 
gency relief agency in carrying out 
the proposal to buy surplus beef, 
dairy and poultry products, cotton 
and cottonseed. 
Wallace took up with the Presi- 
dent the problem of a long-time 
program for reduction and control 
of corn and hogs. He is consider- 
ing the possibility of including sur- 
plus corn purchases in the new re- 
lief plan, but he is more interest- 
ed in providing for a permanent 
price-lifting plan for corn and hogs. 
The President announced the re- 
lief program late yesterday to 
newspapermen. He read over a 
prepared announcement later giv- 
en out by his secretary, Stephen T. 
Early, and then discussed it with 
newspaper men. The statement fol- 
lows:

Shipments Fall Off. 
The total distribution of com- 
advanced less 
than a seasonal amount in August 


as compared with July and tapered 
off in September,“when an addi- 
tional gain is usually seasonal. 
Shipments of merchandise and mis- 
cellaneous items that reflect the 
primary distribution of finished 
goods fell off in August and the 
early part of September when in- 
creases are seasonal. Retail sales 
by department stores, on the other 
hand, show a sharp gain, of more 
than usual seasonal proportions. 
Department store prices advanced 
sharply between July and August. 

Prices of commodities at whole- 
sale advanced again in August and 
continued to move up during the 
first half of September. Farm pro- 
ducts and foods declined in August 
as compared with July, while tex- 
tiles, metals, building materials, 
fuels and miscellaneous items ad- 
vanced.

FEN. BROWN SAYS 
MISSOURI CHANNEL 
1S NEARLY READY 


Retiring Chief of Engineers 
Hopeful Money Will Be 
Found for Its Early Com- 


pletion. 


The notorious past of the Mis- 
souri River—“in one State one day 
and another State the next”—and 
the distinguished past of Major- 


General Lytle Brown, who will re- 
tire as cased of Engineers Oct. 1, 
were leading topics at a dinner for 
Gen. Brown and fellow-officers here 
last night. : 

The dinner, given by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce River Committee 
and the Mississippi Valley Associa- 
tion at Hotel Statler, at the end of 
an inspection cruise down the near- 
ly completed six-foot channel from 
Kansas City, was both a recogni- 
tion of the improvement and a 
farewell tribute to the man who 
has directed all such work in the 
United States for the last four 
years. 

Gen. Brown was selected in 1929 
largely because of his ability to cut 
red tape, related Cleveland A. New- 
ton of the Valley Association, who 
presided. There were thanks for 
his fearless drive for deserving 
projects, praise for his high record 
of service, suggestions that the pub- 
lic good might be served if he were 
retained in office beyond the regu- 
lar time of retirement. 

Work Still Incomplete. 

The guest of honor characteristi- 
cally shoving his hands into his 
pockets and speaking in the un- 
adorned words of a street-corner 
conversation, spoke an _ earnest 
word for his subordinates on the 
job, and for those who would fol- 
low him as chief. He wore a plain 
gray suit and black tie, and tossed 
an old felt hat aside as he entered. 

The Missouri River channel, “get- 
ting better every day,” still was in- 
complete, he said. It should be 
completed right away, but, he re- 
marked,somehow the funds had been 
overlooked. He would “scratch 
around” among plans covered by 
the general allotment of $90,000,- 
000 for rivers and harbors, and try 
to find the money to complete it at 
once. 

Referring to plans of Major-Gen- 
eral T. Q. Ashburn, head of the In- 
land Waterways Corporation, to put 
boats on the river as soon as the 
channel was certified, he said he 
believed Gen. Ashburn should try 
the channel without delay, and that 
the project “should not get a black 
eye if it is not a success at first, 
because it is not complete.” 

Low-cost transportation on the 
Missouri, he added, “would benefit 
not only the farmer on its banks, 
but every person in the whole 
country.” 

Where Work Is Needed. 

Later he explainedto a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the re- 
maining work was most needed be- 
low Washington, Mo., and partic- 
ularly near the river’s mouth. The 
dikes above, he said, were well pro- 
tected by a silt covering, but seemed 
to have removed silt from the river 
so effectively that little was left 
for those below. Jutting into the 
current, they make the river scour 
its own channel by deflecting it to-, 
ward banks protected by revetment. 

He made the gathering smile 
with his renfiniscences on the past 
of the treacherous stream. He had 
just completed the cruise from St. 
Joseph without a hitch in less than 
three days. 


“Two years ago,” he related, “we | 


left St. Joe in a boat drawing less 
water than the Sergeant Floyd, 
which we used this year. The boat 
sank before we reached Kansas 
City. We got another boat and 
started out again, just went a little 
piece, when the boat was aground. 
From there on down, it was an af- 
fair of starting out, running 


aground, taking a motorboat down | 


the river to find another ‘steamer, 
and starting out again.” 
In Covered Wagon Days. 

Others competed with like recol- 
lections of the shifting channel, but 
all were trumped by James E. 
Smith, pioneer of the waterways. 
His story went back to 1870, when 
he traveled by covered wagon, sell- 
ing St. Louis hardware through the 
Missouri River territory to Yank- 
ton, 8S. D. 

Smith, who retired 25 years ago 
to devote his life to the restoration 
of river traffic, had attended 
against his physician's advice. In- 
troducing him, Newton declared: 
“Surely no other man has made as 
much sacrifice, devoted himself so 
completely to a movement because 
he believed in it for the City of St. 
Louis. Whatever we have on the 
Mississippi, we owe it to him.’ 

Half a century ago, in Yankton, 
Smith related, he and another sales- 
man, who wanted to collect a bill 
in Vermilion, hired a. boatman, who 
insisted he knew “every foot of the 
river.” Im 30 minutes they were 
aground. The other salesman an- 
grily demanded why the river man 
had made his boast. 

“I do know every foot of it,” the 
boatman replied. “But I haven't

Hugh Miller Proposes Pro- 
gram — Says State Is 
Slow in Asking for 


Grants. 


By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 22.—A 
program for public works improve- 
ments in Missouri costing $137,000,- 
000 was suggested here this after- 
noon by Col. Hugh Miller, State en- 
gineer in the Federal Public Works 
Administration. 

Speaking at the joint session of 
the Missouri Public Health Asso- 
ciation and the Missouri Water and 
Sewerage Conference, Miller said 
his office already had approved or 
tentatively approved projects which 
will cost $36,000,000. 
In addition to these, he suggested 
that $20,000,000 be spent on a State 
building program, $10,000,000 more 
for the State highway system, $20,- 
000,000 for schools, $50,000,000 ad- 
ditional for municipal projects and 
$1,000,000 for national forests. 
Miller Tells St. Louis Engineers’ 
Club Missouri Is Slow. 
Missouri, on the basis of popula- 
tion, is entitled to neariy $100,000,- 
000 worth of public works under 
the Federal public works plan, but 
so far only $28,500,000 worth has 
been allotted or approved, Miller 
told the Engineers’ Club last night. 
The State office of the PWA so 
far has acted on eight proposals 
from various Missouri communities, 
for public works to cost $7,473,220, 
Miller related. It has pending 12 
other applications for grants or 
loans, for undertakings to cost $2,- 
861,555. 
This was Miller’s first address 
since opening his office here last 
month. Members of the St. Louis 
chapter of the American Institute 
of Architects also were present. 
Speed is necessary if Missouri is 


to get its proper share of the na- 


tion’s $3,300,000,000 public works 
fund, Miller declared. Allotments 
will be completed at Washington 


by Jan. 1 and Miller said applica~- 
tions from. Missouri should be in . 


his office by Dec. 1 to assure suf- 
| ficient time for handling, 

To help in getting applications 
sent in promptly from m 
ties and other governmental! units, 
Miller announced he would appoint 
an advisory board of engineers and 
architects. He asked the Engi- 
neers’ Club to nominate a num- 
ber of architects and engineers for 
this service, from whom he will 


choose three representing St. Louis, 


He is asking the Kansas City En- 
gineers’ Club to do the same and 
will also choose three State engi- 
neers at Jefferson City. 

Miller’s office is organized to 
handle more applications for loans 
and grants than it has been receiv~- 
ing, he declared. He added: “If Mis- 


souri does not get its proper share 
of public works, it will be because 


of its conservatism and consequent 


slowness in getting started. If the 
turtle will get your application to 
my office before Dec. 1 and you 
prefer the turtle method, use it;

GOVERNMENT AIMS 
TO STABILIZE PRICES 


May Reduce Butter Surplus 

‘by Giving Storage Sup- 

ply to Jobless Now Using 
Substitutes. : 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—Milk deal- 
ers of the nation were told by an 
administration spokesman yester- 


day that it was their duty to main- 
tain fair prices to both producers 
and consumers, and to use discre- 
tion in competition. 

Coupled with such conduct, said 
Dr. Clyde L. King,/chief of the 
dairy section of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration, would 
be Government assistance in re- 
ducing surpluses, increasing the 
use of dairy products, and provid- 
ing fair profits to all. 

King said the administration had 
decided the only means of bring- 
ing order to the milk industry was 
to limit the territory from which 
each city obtains its milk supply. 

“Prices must be stabilized and 
production controlled,” King said, 
“and that can be accomplished only 
by setting up territorial limits.” 

He said the Government program 
would require each milk dealer to 
purchase from the territory as 
signed to his city without attempt- 
ing to get favorable prices at the 
expense of competitors. Commit- 
tees will enforce the regulations. 

The milk distributers, meeting in 
the International Milk Dealers’ con- 
vention previously had heard their 
President, Charlies F. Whiting of 
Boston, call for “whole-hearted and 
enthusiastic co-operation” with the 
Government program. 

“Wisdom and restraint” have 
been exercised by the Government 
in attempting solution of the prob- 
lems, Whiting said, and the pro- 
gram “represents Government in- 
tervention at its best.” 

King said it was possible the Gov- 
ernment would attempt to reduce 
the present surplus of 175,000,000 
pounds of butter in storage by do- 
nating it to unemployed families 
that have received butter substi- 
tutes from relief organizations. 

He said such action would not be 
retaliatory against the substitute 
manufacturers, and he thought the 
manufacturers eventually would 
agree to use of domestic fats and 
oils, rather than imported cocoanut 
oil, for their product. He spoke 
also of the possibility of the manu- 
facturers agreeing to a price rela- 
tionship between butter and sub- 
stitutes.

SAYS BANK APPEAL 
FOR HOLDAY' WAS 
MADE TO HOOVER 


Senator Pittman Tells of 
Big Gold Withdrawals 
and Demand for Action to 
Stop Hoarding. 


STATES CASE FOR 
MORE SILVER COIN 


Asserts Reflation on Two 
Metal Basis Would Im- 
prove Farm Markets and 
Make More Jobs. 


By the Associated Press. 

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
Sept. 22.—Senator Key Pittman 
(Dem.), Nevada, last night gave the 
Inter-Mountain Economic Confer- 
ence a graphic account of the “gold 
rush” on the bank; last spring, stat- 
ing that appeals were made to 
President Hoover to act to stop it. 

“Checks,” he said, “were present- 
ed at large banks by big depositors, 
drawing out millions and millions 
of dollars in gold to be placed in 
safety deposit boxes for hoarding; 
and banks failed throughout the 
country. On March 2, 1933, Presi- 
dent Hoover was emphatically no- 
tified by the Federal Reserve Board 
and the great bankers of New York 
City that, unless immediate steps 
were taken to stop such with- 
drawals by the temporary closing 
of all banks, every bank in the 
United States would become bank- 
rupt and would have to cease to 
function.” 

Pittman had prefaced this state- 
ment with another that the people 
of the United States became aware 
“that in the United States there 
were $100,000,000,000 of Government 


gold, and that there was in the 
United States only a little over $4,- 
000,000,000 of monetary gold with 
which to pay such ilabilities. It was 
found, if the continued demand for 
and withdrawal of gold kept up, 
that the gold supply would be to- 
tally inadequate to meet the de- 
' mands.” 


President Roosevelt in declaring a 
bank holiday, abandonment of the 
gold standard and the placing of 
an embargo on exportation of gold, 
with the resulting study by finan- 
ciers and economists of bimetal- 
lism. He then declared that pres- 
ent emergency conditions in Amer- 
ican mines justify the use by 
President Roosevelt of his authority 
“to direct the coinage of silver.” 
“Logical Form of Reflation.” 
Coinage of silver, he said, “is the 
logical form of reflation. There 
should be reflation. ... sound refla- 
tion can be based on gold and sil- 
ver and absolutely controlled. I 
am in thorough accord with such 
form of reflation. It can be so 
regulated as to raise commodity 
values without threat to monetary 
or economic stability.” 

Pittman, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee and 
delegate to last summer’s London 
Economic Conference, said a two- 
year free coinage of silver would 
stimulate mining for precious and 
base metals, improve markets for 
farmers, relieve unemployment and 
increase transportation service. 
“Nothing stimulates recovery from 
depression like mining activity; 
nothing so rapidly releases frozen 
assets,” he said. 

The Senator traced the unpopu- 
larity of free coinage of silver back 
to the campaign days of William 
Jennings Bryan. This prejudice, 
he said, continued almost unabated 
until the collapse of monetary and 
financial systems throughout the 
world in 1929. 

Extraordinary developments 
throughout the world, he added, 
“led many great modern economists 
and financiers to turn their 
thoughts to bimetallism.” 

London Silver ment. 
Pittman said See semen in- the 
London agreement, signed by 66 
Governments, to abandon the pol- 
icy of melting up and debasing sil- 
ver coins; to replace low valued pa- 
per currency with silver coins, and 
to prevent any legislation that could 
possibly depreciate the value of sil- 
ver in the markets of the world. 
“This agreement alone will for- 
ever eliminate the unnatural over- 


, Supply of silver and- restore the 


supply to normal mine production,” 
he said. “This supply has been 
regular throughout the ages and its 
history and the statistics with re- 
gard to it are readily available to 
all peoples. 

“This agreement accomplishes the 
great purpose of limiting during the 
period of four years the actual 
amount of silver that may be un- 
naturally supplied to the market of 
the world, and provides the method 
to. offset this unnatural supply 
through the action of the govern- 
ments of the producing countries. 

Proposes Two-Year Period. 

“As Congress has the power to 
impose such restrictions as it sees 
fit upon the coinage of metals, so 
the President has equal powers un- 
der the delegation of authority. So, 
therefore, the President has the au- 
thority, in the proclamation per- 
mitting coinage, to limit such coin- 
age to silver produced in the Unit- 
ed States subsequent to the procla- 
mation on such terms and condi- 
tions as he sees fit.” 

Pittman said he believed the pe- 
riod of free coinage should be at 
least two years to permit the miner

3620 EMPLOYES ADDED 


Two-Month Increase Shown in 
Replies to NRA Committee’s 
Questionnaire. 


Replies of 250 employers who 
filled out questionnaires sent out 
by the St. Louis Committee of the 
National Recovery Administration, 
show that they employed 3825 addi- 
tional workers between July 15 and 


Sept. 15. 

The survey of results of the re- 
employment campaign is ‘being 
made among 1800 firms employing 
more than 25 persons. It is esti- 
mated there are 27,000 employers in 
St. Louis. 

Since employers are asked to 
state payroll increases in either 
percentage or dollars, the replies 
are not uniform and make it im- 
possible to determine how much 
buying power has increased. 

Of the 3825 persons employed 
since the campaign began, 1645 
were described as permanent and 
2180 as temporary; 1484 were for- 
mer employes and 2341 has never 
worked for the employer before. 
Increased sales were reported by 
147 firms; 88 stated there had been 
no increase. Comparing sales for 
August and the first half of Sep- 
tember to the same period last 
year, 119 reported increases; 73, de- 
creases, and 23 stated sales were 
the same.

Highway Association Letter Says 
Rerouting Has Thrown 100 
Men Out of Work. 


The Highway 50 and 66 Associa- 
tion has written Gen. Hugh John-

ter road as “Optional No. 66.” Re- 
cently the commission removed No. 
66 to the new location on Watson 
and other roads, between St. Louis 
and Gray’s Summit.

Budget Chief Informs Farm Ad- 
ministrator Increases Are 
Not. Justified. 


Arthur C. Meyers, city budget di- 
rector, has written to George N. 


Peek, Federal Farm Administrator, 
complaining of increases in the 
pricer of various cotton cloth prod- 
ucts. The increases, Meyers says, 
are not justified by the NRA pro- 
gram or the Federal processing tax. 

Farm Administrator Peek, Sept. 
11, gave out a report on textile 
prices in which examples of “ap- 
parently unreasonable profit tak- 
ing” were shown. Peek cited the 
percentage of advance in some re- 
tail prices, and said that the in- 
creases, ranging from 27 to & per 
cent, were not justified. “To say 
these advances are due to the 
processing tax is a gross misrepre- 
sentation of the facts,” Peek said. 
He said the processing tax on the 
various articles ranged from 4 to 
10 per cent. 

Meyers, in his letter to Peek, re- 
fers to the report made by the Farm 
Administrator, and says that St. 
Louis city officials have noted the 
s.me increases and have reached 
the same conclusion, that they are 
unjustified. 

Meyers cited 20 items of cotton 


and gives the comparative prices 
in the lowest previous bid and the 
lowest recent bid. T'.e total paid 
at present prices was $2752.38, com- 


pared with former prices of $1909.76, 


an increase of 44 per cent. The 
increases on individual items 
ranged from 8 per cent to 165 per 
cent. 

“Will you please advise,” Meyers 
asks, “what protection the buying 
public has from practices of this 
sort; who, from your study of the 
situation, is responsible; and how 
we can co-operate as a city to help 
you correct unjustified price in- 
creases, especially where the Fed- 
eral tax and the NRA program are 
given as the reasons.”

WAS OVERASSESSED 


Judge Faris Orders Wayne 
County to Cut Taxes of $10,- 
723 to $4909 


The Assessor and Board of Equal- 
ization of Wayne County and the 
State Tax Commission “deliberately 
and arbitrarily” valued property of 
the Mississippi River Fuel Corpora- 


tion in excess of its true value in 
1931 while most of the other prop- 
erty in the county was “system- 
atically and arbitrarily” under- 
valued by 40 per cent for taxation 


purposes, Federal Judge Faris 
found in a decision handed down 
today. 


Judge Faris sustained the com- 
pany’s application for an injunction 
to restrain the Collector of Wayne 
County from collecting taxes on an 
arbitrary valuation, holding that 
the total due from the company was 
$4909 instead of $10,723. He held 
that the tax based on excessive 
valuation was void and that in ad- 
dition the company should pay of 
the remainder only the same per- 
centage on the true valuation as as- 
sessed against the mass of other 
property. 

The company, the Court said, 
valued its pipe and telephone lines 
in Wayne County at $482,701 in its 
return for 1931. The County Board 
of Equalization then raised the 
value to $632,701, a valuation which 
was sustained by the State Tax 
Commission, according to Faris. 

The assessment, he held, was in 
violation of provisions of the State 
Constitution that taxes must be 
uniform ard in proportion to value 
of property and in violation of the 
due process and equal protection 
nn of the Federal Constitu- 

on.

PAYING THIRD DIVIDEND 


Depositors Will Have Received 
68 Pct. When New Checks 
Are Sent Out. 


A third liquidating dividend to de- 


positors of Vandeventer National 
Bank, irfcreasing the total paid to 
68 per cent of deposits, is to be 
made as soon as checks can be pre- 
pared in Washington. 

Joseph F. Holland, receiver, to- 
day said the disbursement to be 
made amounts to $90,143, or nine 
per cent. It will increase the total 
paid to depositors since the bank 
was closed in January, 1932, to 
$681,163. Deposits when the bank 
closed totaled $1,001,769. 

The first disbursement, $238,862, 
or 25 per cent, was paid in July, 


1932, six months after the bank was 
closed. Another payment of $330,- 
000, or 34 per cent, was made the 
following October. 

Holland explained the second pay- 
ment was made possible by a loan 
of $155,000 from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. That loan, ne 
said, has since been repaid. 

The receiver is collecting $250,000 
from stockholders of the bank as an 
assessment under the double lia- 
bility provision of its charter. More 
than half of the assessment has 
been paid and suits against some 
stockholders are pending.

LEPING SIKNESG 


Three Succumb in City, 
Other in County, the 
First Fatality There Since 


Sunday. 


Four deaths raised the total in 
the epidemic encephalitis outbreak 
to 169 today. The dead:

Mrs. Rodgers’ death was the first 
reported by the county since last 
Sunday. She was the widow of Dr. 
J. W. Rodgers of Bowling Green, a 
boyhood friend of Champ 
Since the first death July 30, the 
epidemic has caused the death of 
91 St. Louisans and 78 residents of 
St. Louis County. 
Mr. Roark died yesterday at the 
home of Nathan Briggs, 2724 North 
Taylor avenue, where he was visit- 
ing. The cause of death was re- 
ported by the Coroner’s office fol- 
lowing an autopsy. 
Only one new case was reported | 
in St. Louis County during the last 
24 hours. Nine were reported in 
St. Louis. The number of known 
cases since the epidemic began is 
929, of which 485 were in St. Louis 
County and 444 in St. Louis. 
Figures compiled for Assistant 
Health Commissioner Zentay, Sec- 
retary of the Metropolitan Health 
Council, show that 102 encephalitis 
patients were under treatment in 
12 hospitals in the city, six died 
and six were discharged as recov- 
ered in the week ending Sept. 2. 
In the next week, 82 were treated 
in eight hospitals, 12 died and 43 
were discharged. Last week, 157 
under treatment in 10 hos- 
pitals, 16 died and 40 were dis- 
charged. 

Dr. Zentay pointed out that, like 
the deaths, the hospital figures were 
necessarily slow in demonstrating 
a decline in the epidemic which 
health authorities now think is con- 
clusively shown by the décrease in 
the number of new cases. 
Council recommendations call for 
three weeks’ isolation after illness 
begins, so that many still in bhos- 
pital seem perfectly well. Similar- 
ly, most of the deaths are of the

Motor Bus Co. as a result of the 
bargain fare trial, and to the fact 
that Kiel hopes to have the Public 
Service Co. take over the People’s 
company. Greenland related that 
the People’s company lost $6000 in 
August because of the bargain car- 
‘< fare. The People’s company is 
| owned by City Utilities Co., which 
holds 38 per cent of the Public Ser- 
"+" vice Co. stock. 

“The reduced fare,” said Hay, 
“increased revenues about $750 a 
day, which might be offset by in- 
creased expenses, but any loss is 
negligible. The company has gained 
in favor; this is the most popular 
move it ever made, and it has 
brought back car riders. It would 
be to the company’s advantage to 
continue the fare.” 

. Kiel thereupon announced the

Last month was the first month 
in more than five years in which 
the company carried more passen- 
gers than in the preceding month. 
The lowered fare has saved the 
public an average of $18,000 a week, 
or $180,000 in the 10 full weeks so 
far in operation—the equivalent of 
nearly $950,000 a year. Revenue 
produced by the bargain fare is 55 
per cent of the revenue of the 10-4 
period and 17 per cent of all reve- 
nue. Revenue has continued to de- 
cline in the rest of the day, when 
standard fare is charged, but total 
revenue has remained about con- 
stant. 

More Cars Operated. 

Analysis, the city engineers con- 
cluded, fails to show convincing 
evidence that increased expenses of 
the company have been attributable 
to the bargain fare, although a 
greater number of car miles were 

operated to handle the larger vol- 

; ume of traffic. Company engineers 

| commented that in the past there 
has been a seasonal reduction in the 
number of cars operated during 
July, but that this year the bargain 
fare prevented such a reduction, so 
that expenses were increased $750 
a day.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22—A re- 
duction in next year’s wheat plant- 
ings of about 3,000,000 acres 
was indicated by Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration today on 
the basis of latest reports on the 
campaign to obtain agreements 
among farmers to curtail acreage. 

These showed that 219,818 wheat 
growers up to Sept. 18 had signed 
applications for contracts to join in 


the voluntary domestic allotment 
plan, thus agreeing to cut plantings 
15 per cent under acreage har- 
vested for three to five years up to 
July 1, 1932, in return for cash 
benefits. 

The farmers who have signed 
control 21,291,694 acres, the admin- 
istration reported. If the contracts 
are finally approved, application of 
the 15 per cent reduction to these 
farmers would account for a reduc- 
tion of more than 3,193,000 acres. 

Secretary Wallace has estimated 
that 64,000,000 acres were planted in 
wheat this year. This would mean 
only about a 3 per cent reduction 
in next year’s planting. 

1,200,000 Growers in U. S. 


There are about 1,200,000 wheat 
growers in the nation, but the cam- 
paign is not being pressed in areas 
where it is not commonly grown or 
where it serves principally the pur- 
pose of a rotating crop. 

Farmers signing applications 
agree to reduce their - lantings in 
1935 as well as next year. The per- 
centage of reduction for that period 
has not been fixed except that it 
will not exceed 20 per cent.

LONDON, Sept. 22.—Russia stood 
pat today on its demand that she 
be allowed to export about twice 
as much wheat as has been allotted 
to it under the international wheat 
agreement, and a meeting between 
representatives of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment and of the “big four” ex- 
porting nations broke up without 

getting anywhere. 

The ‘original figure set for Rus- 
sia wai .44,000,000 bushels. The Rus- 
sian delegate, having made known 
his demands, departed before the 
conclusion of the meeting, leaving 
the others to decide what they were 
going to do about it.

— pearing at pages 238, 239 and 240 of the 
Session Laws of 1931, a law which saved 
several insurance companies of your city 
between $50,000 and $100,000 a year in 
' taxes. I call this particularly to your 
attention, because, through the diligence 
and alertness of one of your Jefferson 
! City reporters, Boyd Carroll, this was 
{ brought to the attention of members of 
the House, and the writer headed an in- 
vestigating committee, which resulted in 
the House expunging from its journal 
the forged entry. But to this day, noth- 
ing appears to have been done to have 
such a law declared unconstitutional, al- 
though the Attorney-General of this State 
Was requested to take all necessary legal 
steps to have the constitutionality of this 
law determined in a court of final juris- 
diction, by a resolution adopted by the 
House in the spring of this year. 

I am also convinced that the time has 
arrived when there should be a complete 
investigation by a committee of legis- 

| lators, appointed by the Governor, to 
: report on the lobbying activities of vari- 
' ous interests at Jefferson City and else- 
where. And, unless some investigation is 
undertaken at the special session of the 
Legislature soon to be called, I am deeply 
concerned as to what will transpire when 
the Legislature meets. 

The brewery interests, by virtue of 
their well organized lobby, were able to 
have enacted into law a beer bill which 
is more favorable to the brewers than 
any other beer bill enacted by any legis- 
lature in the entire United States, judg- 
ing from data which I have obtained and 
which I believe to be reliable. It provides 
the least restrictions, with the widest dis- 
tribution and the lowest tax. The utility 
lobby was able to have the Legislature 
pass the notorious Substitute for Com- 
mittee Substitute for Senate Bill 169, in- 
troduced by Senator Buford. 

If the Legislature wil) pass bills as ob- 
viously bad as these two, then I wonder 
what we can expect when the same Leg- 
isiature meets next month to consider 
unemployment relief. The hard liquor 
interests will have their lobby, the brew- 
ers will have their lobby, the tobacco 
companies will have their lobby, and, no 
doubt, the insurance companies will again 
have their lobby. 

It is high time that someone put the 
fear of the Lord into the hearts of lobby- 
ists, who have been improperly influ- 
encing the action of the State Legisla- 
ture. There is a right kind of lobbying 
and a wrong kind of lobbying. The first 
is always proper, but we rarely find it at 
‘ the State Legislature.

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WASTING TIME. ? 

The city asked for a 20 per cent reduction in gas 
rates, and it got a reduction of approximately 344 
per cent. Thus do we waste time when we should 
long ago have struck for public ownership. 
Throughout the depression, while the general level 
of prices dipped to a pre-war level, the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. has been permitted to maintain its boom 
rates and to earn 7% per cent on a valuation of $50,- 
852,460, as fixed in 1925 and revised in 1927. Now, 
after protracted hearings, briefs and arguments, the 
average gas user is granted a paltry reduction of ap- 
proximately 10% cents a month. The company’s val- 
uation, which the city claims should be $28,000,000, 
has been tentatively lowered to $39,062,000, and its 
rate of return dropped to 6% per cent. 
The next question is, will the gas user cash in even 
to the small extent authorized by the Public Service 
Commission? The commission did not actually order 
in the new rates, but directed the company to file a 
new schedule by Oct. 12. If previous history is to be 
repeated, the company will resist the commission’s or- 
der and take the case to the courts, where it will drag 
on and on and on. One phase of the commission’s 
decision, that is devaluation for a part of the plant 
not in use, introduces a novel and untested theory, 
which will give the company’s lawyers plenty of op- 
portunity to haggle.

Dr. Ortega says we have come to hyperdemocracy, 
at present a crude sublimation of the democracy of 
Jefferson and his school. The masses are everywhere 
alert and watchful. If they are in some instances de- 
nied the kind of government they conceive to be best 
fer themselves, they wil! not long remain quiet. After 
all, the judgments of the mass are the nearest ap 
proach to infallibility we know anything about. 
Gov. Park’s Advisory Commission evidently ap- 
proached the matter of local option in the conviction 
that this once-hallowed institution has become incom- 
patible with life as we live it now. The commission 
therefore suggests that individuals be permitted to 
bring package liquor into dry communities. They 
would, of course, do so anyway. We learned that 
under the eighteenth amendment. The probability is 
that trade will soive this problem in a hurry by fa- 
voring the communities in which liquor is sold. Mean- 
while, the commission’s suggestion is fair enough. 
We congratulate Gov. Park and the members of his 
Advisory Commission upon the excellent progress 
made in this matter.

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TURKEY BANS AN EDUCATOR. 

The Government of Turkey has forbid the return 
to Istanbul of Dr. Edgar J. Fisher, dean of the faculty 
of arts and sciences in Robert College, whose build- 
ings occupy a hillcrest overlooking the Bosphorus. 
The ban is the result of exception taken by Turkish 
authorities to a discussion of Turkey’s new official 
history texthook, printed this summer in an Ameri- 
can educational magazine. The specific nature of 
the objection was not disclosed, but it seems unlike- 
ly Dean Fisher, who has been a member of the Rob- 
ert College history and political science faculty for 
more than 20 years, would be unfair to the people he 
has done so much for. Few influences have played 
a part equal to that of Robert College in opening up 
the long backward Near East. Founded just 70 
years ago by Christopher R. Robert of New York, it 
has been the means of spreading enlightenment to 
thousands of Turks, Greeks, Bulgarians and Armeni- 
ans who would otherwise have been deprived of high- 
er education. 

A permanent order which would place difficulties 
in the way of Robert College would be unfortunate 
from the standpoint of the whole Near East. 
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TOWARD A NEW DAY IN RUMANIA. 
A modest four-page leaflet, headed Comite Roumain 
Pour La Defense Des Libertes Publiques and printed 
in English and French, has made its way to this coun- 
try from Vienna. Its purpose is to carry abroad in- 
formation concerning the misery and distress in Ru- 
mania under the rule of the playboy King, Carol II, 
who seized the throne three years ago, succeeding his 
son, the child-King, Michael. The fact that the bul- 
letin is being published in the capital of Austria and 
not in Bucharest in itself tells what conditions are 
in Rumania at the present. Even the most elemen- 
tary liberties are said to be suppressed. Rumanian 
patriots who look forward to a better day in their 
native land feel that they can work to that end only 
by living in exile. Distressed as they are, the pro- 
mulgators of the bulletin are nevertheless optimistic.

Utility Profits in New Jersey 


Whereas the Supreme Court has held that 7 per ‘cent is a fair return for public 
utilities, study of two New Jersey companies shows that they had excess earnings 
of $27,031,380 in three years; unholy alliance exists between utilities and public 
service commission; the solution is for public to establish its own utilities. 


T IS evident that the public utility in- 
[ austry has been operating during the de- 

pression with boom rates, maintained with 
the approval of the utility commissions. Un- 
like any other industry, the utilities have 
réceived a guaranteed return on an inflated 
valuation, free from the vicissitudes of or- 
dinary business—that is, competition and 
the law of supply and demand. The utility, 
naturally, has everything to gain from this 
lack of competition; the consumer loses. 

A public service company, like any other 
business enterprise, must be conducted on 
a profit-making basis if it is to continue 
and prosper. 
on its business. But what is considered a 
fair return? In a leading case, the Su- 
preme Court said: “We hold that the basis 
of all calculations of reasonableness of 
rates must be fair value of property being 
used by it for the convenience of the pub- 
lic.” In a case decided as recently as Jan. 
9, 1933, the Supreme Court ‘affirmed the de- 
cree of the lower court ‘which held that 
a 7 per cent rate of return was adequate. 
And on May 8, 1933, the same court in a 
utility rate case sustained and approved as 
adequate a 7. per cent return. Do the New 
Jersey utility companies under discussion 
receive a return of 7 per cent, or does the 
percentage of return go beyond the point 
which the courts have ruled is fair? 

Let us examine for a moment some of 
the data taken from the records of the 
Public Utility Commission with respect to 
the Atlantic City Electric Co., operating 
in southern New Jersey, and the Public Ser- 
vice Corporation, operating in the northern 
and central part of New Jersey.

The utility commissioners do not spend 
their time exclusively on the work of the 
utility commission. They have their own 
business and professions to attend to. Some 
utility commissioners are bankers, and, dur- 
ing the recent financial crisis and prior 
thereto, they required the utilities to deposit 
funds in their banks to help them to with- 
stand runs. To illustrate the anxiety of the 
utilities for their pet commissioners, let me 
cite the following: 

A short while ago, this writer instituted 
in the New Jersey Supreme Court a quo war- 
ranto proceeding to test the right of a cer- 
tain member of the New Jersey Public Util- 
ity Commission to hold that office at the 
same time that he held a municipal office. 
It was argued that since this commissioner 
was guilty of dual office-holding, he forfeit- 
ed his membership on the board. The court- 
room, at the time of the argument, was 
crowded with utility executives and repre- 
sentatives, buzzing encoura,;ement to the 
commissioner; it looked more like a utility 
convention than a court proceeding. It was 
quite manifest from the conduct of the util- 
ity executives toward the commissioner that 
they had an unusual interest in this mem- 
ber retaining his position. In fact, counsel 
for the utilities was present and assisted 
in the commissioner’s defense. The court 
refused to remove the commissioner at the 
time; and a short while afterward the Leg- 
islature of New Jersey passed a special act 
which validated his position as utility com- 
missioner.

This unholy alliance between public offi- 
cials and utility companies is not peculiar 
to New Jersey. It is universal, It is the 
reason why, though the purchasing power 
of the American dollar increased tremen- 
dously from 1929 to 1933, utility rates were 
permitted to remain practically stationary. 
There is but one remedy for the evils of a 
system which works such hardship on the 
consumer, and that remedy is public own- 
ership. 

Public ownership not only affords the cit- 
izens of municipalities lower utility rates, 
but enables them to reduce the burdens of 
taxation and government by appropriating to 
the cost of government the profits earned 
from municipal operation. The Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation is lending 
money for self-liquidating projects; a public- 
ly-owned utility is an excellent example of 
a self-liquidating project.

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LILIES AND ORCHIDS 
‘AT SHAW'S GARDEN 


Brilliant Display of Blooming 
Plants Despite Dry 
Summer. 


Rare in these hard-bitten days of 
drifting leaves and withered lawns, 
beauty lifts again a crown of petals 
at Shaw’s Garden. 

Even there, for awhile this dead- 


to see. But now the garden  agf- 
fords visitors a view of the finest 
tropical lily hy>briés in the world, 
and some of loveliest orchids from 
the greatest shew collection in a 
botanical garcen. 

Lilies meet the eye of the visitor 
as he enters. They fairly illumi- 
nate the pools at the entrance 
plaza. They grow in constellations 
of huge, starry blossoms, in an in- 
effable white, a blue seen nowhere 
else, an exquisite pink, a profound 
purple, a red poised delicately be- 
tween purple and true red. 
Outstanding even here is the 


clear yellow, the remarkable size 
and shapeliness of the “St. Louis” 
lily, the first yellow tropical hybrid 
in the world. Its parents were the 
pure white “Mrs. George H. Pring” 
and the yellow Nymphaea Burtii, 
found by a British botanist for the 
garden after a 12-year search. 
Beyond its novelty, it has begun 
to draw the attention of connois- 
seurs. No other lily in the collec- 
tion, except the “Pring,” com- 
pares with it in style, shapeliness, 
size, growing and blooming quali- 
ties. 

Descendant of the Lotus. 


Several “St. Louis” plants, in two 
forms, with green leaves or with 
marmorate or striped leaves, are 
grouped at the edges of the pool 
farthest east and nearest the main 
entrance of the garden. In the cen- 
ter pool may be seen another new 
lily—the pure white “Missouri,” a 
night-blooming descendant of the 
white Egyptian lotus, the “sacred 
lotus of the Nile,” found in the 
tomb of Rameses IT. 

Its remote and distinguished an- 
ecestor had blossoms only about 
half its 12-inch size. Its immediate 
parents were the “Sturtevant” and 
the “Mrs. George C. Hitchcock,” a 
lotus hybrid created at the garden 
and named for the wife of the 
chairman of its board of trustees.

This cable is 
received at 10 o’clock, New York 
time, and is relayed promptly to 
the Treasury. For instance, the 
gold price set by the Treasury for 
Thursday was $31.33 an ounce This 
was arrived at, Mr. Bell said, by a 
process of mathematical deduc- 
tions, using a fine kilogram of gold 
as the basis. 

The foreign exchange rate in 
Paris (the London market being 
closed) established the value of a 
fine kilogram of gold at 16,919.084 
French francs. The daily rate for 
the franc was $.0597% cents. Con- 
verting the francs into dollars, a 
value of $1,010,9153 was established 
for a fine gilogram of gold. Cost 
of transportation and other inci- 
dental expenses was set at $3.497 
per fine kilogram, leaving a value 
of $1,007.4226 per fine kilogram, 
after deducting all expenses. As 
there are 32.15 ounces in a fine kilo- 
gram, the day’s price was conse- 
quently $31.33 an ounce. A kilo- 
gram consists of 1000 grams, equal 
to 2.2046 pounds.

Stews, Special Pot Roasts and 
Stuffed Chops Sug- 
gested. 


During the hot weather many of 
us have cut down on serving meat 
a little perhaps, but with cooler 
days our thoughts turn to it again, 
and we seek appetizing and varied 
ways of cooking different cuts. 

Stews, pot roasts and round steak 


in Swiss style are inexpensive but 
very tasty if well prepared, and 
suggestions about these are includ- 
ed today. 

Baked Stuffed Lamb Chops. 


Six rib lamb chops, 1% inches 
thick 

One tablespoon chopped onion 

One cup mushrooms, sliced 

Four tablespoons melted butter 

Two tablespoons flour 

One tablespoon water. 

Four tablespoons chili sauce. 

Cut chops half way through to 
bone, sear well on all sides, sea- 
son with salt and pepper. 

Saute onion and mushrooms in 
butter until onion is delicately 
browned. 

Add flour, water, and chili sauce, 
and cook until thickened, stirring 
constantly. 

Stuff between halves of chops, 
fastening with toothpicks. 

Place chops in shallow pan and 
bake in hot oven 35 to 40 minutes. 


Casserole of Pork. 


Four cups cold roast pork (or any 
cold meat). 

Two onions, chopped fine 

One can tomatoes 

One-eighth cup mushrooms (op- 
tional) 

One-fourth cup celery, chopped 

One-half teaspoon savory sauce . 

Two tablespoons brown sugar 

Two tablespoons flour 

One cup steamed rice. 

Cut meat in cubes; chop onions, 
mushrooms and celery. 

Brown pork, onion and mush- 
rooms in three tablespoons drip- 
pings until nicely browned. 

Add tomatoes and seasoning and 
cook for about one-half hour. 

Put steamed rice in bottom of 
casserole, pour in meat mixture, 
cover and bake for one hour in 
moderate oven for 35 minutes. 


Veal Stew. 


Two pounds veal breast or 
shoulder, eight medium sized po- 
tatoes, sliced or cubed, two medium 
sized onions, sliced or whole; two 
cups chopped or sliced carrots, four 
tablespoons flour. 

Cut the fat from the meat into 
cubes, place in the stewing kettle 
and beat it. Cut the meat in small 


fat, searing well on all sides, tak- 
ing about 10 minutes for the proc- 
ess. Add enough hot water to just 
cover the meat. Cook at simmer- 
ing temperature one-half hour. 

Then add the carrots and onions, 
and enough hot water to cover 
them if it has previously cooked 
away. Cook until meat is almost 
tender, at simmering point, then 
half hour before fully done add the 
potatoes. 

Make a paste of the flour and an 
equal amount of col@ water, then 
thin to the ‘pouring consistency 
and add to the stew. Cook five 
minutes to thicken, then season 
with salt and pepper, and at last 
minute before serving add two 
tablespoons finely minced fresh

Pecan, Lemon and Choc- 
olate Recipes. 


As fall entertaining begins, there's 
nothing more convenient than @ 
supply of refrigerator cookies al- 
ways on hand. 

With tea in the afternoon, iced 


informal bridge games or for other 
guest occasions, they are delightful 
little aids. 

A few hints are given as to pre- 
paring the dough, which must be 
chilled several hours in the refrig- 
erator. 

If dough is formed into roll, turn 
each rol] several times in the first 
half hour to keep shape well round- 


ed. 

Or. chill dough in mixing bowl 
for half an hour before wrapping in 
waxed paper. 

Remove cookies from baking 
sheet as soon as baked, as they be- 
come crisp very quickly and are not 
as easily handled. 

Place about half an inch apart on 
baking sheet to allow room for 
— Cookies. 

Four cups sifted flour. 

Three teaspoons baking powder. 
One-quarter teaspoon salt. 

One cup butter or other shorten- 


ing. 
One tablespoon vanilla. 
One-half cup firmly packed 


brown sugar. 
Two eggs, well beaten. 
One cup chopped nut meats. 
Sift flour, measure, add baking 
powder and salt, then sift again. 
Cream butter well, add white and 
brown sugar and cream again. Add 
eggs, nuts and vanilla, then flour 
gradually. Mix well. Shape into 
rolls one and a half inches in di- 
ameter and roll in waxed paper. 
Chill overnight in refrigerator. Cut 
in %-inch slices and bake on un- 
greased baking sheet in hot oven 
about 10 minutes. 

Cereal Cookies. 
Mix two-thirds cup white sugar, 
one-half cup brown sugar, three- 
fourths cup melted shortening (one- 
fourth cup lard and one-half cup 
butter), two eggs, one teaspoon 
vanilla, three cups pastry flour 
which has been sifted twice with 
one-half teaspoon soda, and one cup 
rice flakes, measured, then crushed. 
Blend thoroughly after addition of 
each ingredient. Pack into a pan 
lined with waxed paper, and chill 
six hours. Cut in very thin slices 
and bake in a hot oven (425 degrees 
F.), for five minutes. 

Pecan Cookies. 
One cup butter 
One-half cup brown sugar, firmly 
packed 
Yolk of one egg 
Two cups sifted flour 
Cream butter and sugar well, add 
egg yolk, then work in flour. Sift 
in with flour before mixing one-half 
teaspoon cinnamon. 
Place in refrigerator for five 
hours, then pinch off small pieces, 
roll and flatten with a fork to the 
size of a dollar. Place a half pecan 
on each cookie and bake in a mod- 
erately hot oven until brown, about 
15 minutes. 

Lemon Cookies. 
Two cups sifted flour 
One teaspoon baking powder 
One-eighth teaspoon salt 
One and one-half teaspoons grat- 
ed lemon rind 
One-half cup butter or other 
shortening 
One cup sugar 
One egg 
One tablespoon lemon juice. 
Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder and salt, then sift again. 
Add lemon rind to butter and cream 
well. Add sugar gradually and 
cream until light. Add eggs, beat all 
well together, then add lemon juice. 
Add flour slowly, beating after each 
addition until smooth. Shape into 
rolls one and one-half inch in diam- 
eter and roll in waxed paper. Chill 
in refrigerator until firm enough to 
slice (over night is a good time for 


this). Bake about 10 minutes on

Chocolate Cookies. 
One and one-half cups sifted 
flour 
One and one-half teaspoons bak- 
ing powder 
One-eighth teaspoon salt 
One-half cup butter or other 
shortening 
- One-half cup sugar

Two squares unsweetened choco- 
late, melted 
‘Three tablespoons milk 

One-half teaspoon vanilla. 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder and salt, and sift again. 
Cream butter thoroughly, add sugar 
gradually and cream together until 
light and fluffy. Add egg yolk and 
beat well. Add chocolate and blend. 


beating after each addition until 
smooth. Add vanilla. Place on 
waxed paper, shape into rolls, 1% 
inches in diameter, and roll in 
waxed paper. Chill overnight or 
until firm enough to slice, turning 
roll frequently during first part of 
chilling to keep shape.

You give them at least one glass 
of milk to drink, unless the milk is 
used in soup or in cooking some- 
thing else for lunch. That is one 


way to make sure each child, each 
growing boy or girl, gets a daily 
quota of at least a pint and a half 
of milk, or three glasses a day.

Many Tasty Possibilities From 
Rarebits to Savory-

One reason fish is not more pop- 
ular in some families is that it is 
either badly or monotonously 
served. Somehow, good cook as 
may be the woman of the family 
in other lines, she falls down when 
it comes to fish. 

Here are come suggestions good 
with many varieties of fish. St. 
Louis has excellent markets with a 
wide range of seasonable fish at all 
times, and prices just now are very 
reasonable, so why not plan to 
serve fish more often? 

Fish Ramkins. 
Two pounds cooked fish. 
One cup milk. 
One cup stock. 
Four tablespoons butter. 
Three egg yolks, well beaten. 
One-fourth cup grated cheese. 
Three tablespoons flour. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 
One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 
Melt butter in sauce pan, stir 
until bubbling, add flour mixed with 
pepper and salt. Gradually pour 
milk, mixed with stock (use fish 
scraps, onion, celery, carrot, bay- 
leaf, parsley, wash scraps, such as 
head, tails, etc. and cover with 
cold water, add vegetables, simmer 
hour or two, skim and strain) over 
the flour mixture. Stir until smooth 
and creamy, adding egg yolks. Mix 
fish and sauce and place in indi- 
vidual buttered baking dishes.

How many times a meat loaf 
turns out to be rather insipid and 
disappointing. Lack of proper 
seasoning for leftover meat which 
has lost its flavor is often the cause. 

Here’s a recipe which includes 
ham, veal and beef, many season- 
ings and evaporated milk. It will 
arouse new interest in meat loaves 
and may be served either hot or 
cold. 

If hot, serve on platter, cut in 
thin slices, with garnish of hot beets 
and carrots.

Add milk gradually— 
then cheese and fish. Cook until 
cheese melts, add egg and cook five 
minutes longer. Serve at once on 
thin toast. 

Stuffed Fish. 

Two pounds cooked fish. 

One and one-half cups 
bread crumbs. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
chopped onion. 

One-half cup celery, chopped. 

Two teaspoons poultry seasoning. 

Five tablespoons fat. 

Salt and pepper. 

One cup thin white sauce. 

Make a stuffing by sauteing on- 
ion, celery and toasted bread 
crumbs in the fat, to which add 
seasonings and enough white sauce 
to hold together slightly. Line an 
oblong baking dish with’the stuff- 
ing and arrange the fish and cover 
with stuffing. Bake in a modern 
oven (350 degrees F.) until brown. 

Fish With Almond Sauce. 

One and one-half pounds fillets 
of fish. 

One-half teaspoon granulated su- 
gar. 

One-fourth cup butter. 
One-third cup sliced salted aji-- 
monds. 

Paprika. 

One tablespoon minced parsley. 

Juice of one-half lemon. 

One sliced lemon. 

Dust the fish with salt, brush 
with butter, and broil about 10 min- 
utes. Caramelize the sugar; add 
the remaining butter; and when 
melted the almonds and parsley. 
Stir in the lemon juice, and when 
slightly browned, pour wilt. sauce 
over the fish. Sprinkle papri- 
ka, and serve with sliced lemon and 
additional parsley as a garnish. 

Baked Fish.

ENFORCEMENT OFFICES) 
FOR MARKETING ACT 


Nation-Wide Machinery Being 
Set Up to Administer 
Agreements. _ 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2—A na-' 
tion-wide system of offices is being 
established by the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration to direct 
enforcement of farm marketing 
agreements and licensing of dis- 
tributors. 

The system will consist of seven 
regional offices and 19 sub-regional 
offices, the first of which are now 
being opened in anticipation of 
early approval of scores of agree- 
ments covering farm produce from 
apples to milk. 

Each office will have investi- 
gators to check complaints that 
members of an industry covered by 
an agreement are violating its pro- 
visions. Nearly every agreement 
contemplates fixing of minimum 
prices for farm products and it is 
expected that this provision be 
closely supervised. 

The investigators at regional of- 
fices will be supplemented by ac- 
countants and attorneys. The for- 
mer are to make examinations of 
records and accounts of industries 
when administrators desire them. 
The attorneys will conduct formal 
investigations and will assist in 
prosecutions of violations. 

Employment of the licensing 
power given Wallace under the 
farm adjustment act is contemplat- 
ed in practically all the agree- 
ments. Those who fail to join as 
well as those who do are being cov- 


er by a blanket license in agree-| >= 


ments so far approved and this pol- 
icy is to be continued. 

Those who violate the pacts will 
face revocation of their licenses. 
After a license has been revoked, 
the violator will be subject to a fine 
of $1000 for each day he continues 
operation. 

The administration’s regional of- 
fices are being established at New 
York, Chicago, Kansas City, San 
Francisco, New Orleans, Minneapo- 
lis and Atlanta. 

There are to be four sub-regional 
offices under the New York office, 
two of them at Philadelphia and 
Boston, now open with others at 
Buffalo and Pittsburgh. 

Sub-regional offices at Cleveland, 
Detroit and Des Moines will be op- 
erated from the Chicago district; 
Denver, Omaha and St. Louis of- 
fices will operate under Kansas 
City; Portland, Ore., and Los Ange- 
les under San Francisco; Houston, 
Dallas and Meinphis under New 
Orleans; Fargo, N. D.. under Min. 
neapolis, and three, Louisville, Jack- 
sonville, Fla. and Richmond, Va., 
under Atlanta. 


600 THROWN OUT OF WORK 
WHEN SHOE FACTORY CLOSES 


Workers Declare Brown Co. Action 
at Vincennes, Ind., Is Lock- 
out Against Union. 

Special to the oPst-iDspatch. 

VINCENNES, Ind., Sept. 22.—The 
closing of the Brown Shoe Co. plant 
here, throwing 600 persons out of 
work, was declared by union lead- 
ers today to be a lockout to break 
up the recently organized local of 
the Boot and Shoe Workers’ Inter. 
national Union. 

H. H. Emmons, organizer, said 
he would ask for a labor concili- 
ator to confer with company offi- 
cials and representatives of the un- 
ion, which has about 250 members. 
W. H. Zwilling, superintendent of 
the factory, said it would be closed 
indefinitely and declined to com- 
ment on the reason for closing. 
Workers were paid Tuesday 
through a window to prevent their 
entering the building, Emmons said. 

The plant was established about 
eight years ago, after the city had 
provided a building, granted a 10- 
year tax exemption and raised a 
$125,000 benus with the agreement 
of the company that annual wage 
payments must equal the amount 
of the bonus. 


John A. Bush, president of the 
Brown Shoe Co., which has head- 
quarters at 1600 Washington ave- 
nue, said the closing of the Vin- 
cennes plant was due only to a slow 
shoe market and not related in any 
way to union activities. He said 
production had been reduced in the 
company’s other 12 plants. The 
plant at Twelfth and Russell boule- 
vards, one of the two in St. Louis, 
is operating only three days a week, 
he added.

Too Much a Mother 


T is often the tendency of the 
| conscientious mother to take 

herself over seriously. 

She is inclined to devote herself 
with whole-souled intensity to the 
study and care of her children as if 
her own life as an individual had 
ceased with their birth. 

She gives up her own interests, 
to read books or attend lectures on 
child culture and child psychology, 
and loses touch with her old friends 
in an attempt to follow the chil- 
dren’s pursuits. 

She is the bane of school teachers 
whose routine is interrupted con- 
stantly by mothers absorbed in 
their maternity for fruitless discus- 
Sion of individual children and 
their needs and peculiarities. 

The mother who lays down her 
own identity for the sake of her 
children makes a sacrifice which is 
both useless and harmful as well 
for the children as for herself. 
The children’s sense of their own 
importance is increased out of rea- 
son, and in the end they are left 
unfit to cope with the world. 

These very children who have 
been studied and tested and al- 
lowed and encouraged to express 
themselves, are very likely to have 
a rude awakening when they come 
into contact with real life, stripped 
of all the artificial props and pro- 
tections. 

And when the sacrifice is com- 
plete, and the children have gone 
out into the world, the mother sud- 
denly finds ker life empty of all 
interests and ties. It is too late for 
her to start again, even if she feels 
the inclination to do so. 

She is a rare woman, then, if she 
does not clutch her children, de- 
manding of them a devotion and 
attention which may well thwart 
and embitter their lives.
